SETROLECM WELLS IK GEKMAKT.—It 


seems as though the petroleum industry 
in Germany was on the increase. With 
regard to the long known deposits in Han- 
qyer,-we hear that tbo borings undertaken 
in the neighborhood oi Heide had, for 
their object, the determination of tbe ex 
tent of a layer of chalk, occurring_at a 
depta of about one hundred und twenty to 
one hundred and thirty feet, and saturated 
with petroleum. In former years thii> 
chalk bad b«en investigated to a depth of 
nearly four hundred feet, the first one 
hundred and fifty feet of which were 
found to be extremely rid in petroleum, 
the rest yielding -various amounts. The 
inefficiency of the apparatus did not allow 
the engineer to go deeper, bnt at four 
hundred feet almost pure petroleum wan 
met. The projectors intend now to start 
a company with sufficient capital. Houses 
and machinery have been built and boring 
commenced, the bore to be of a diameter 
ot sixteen and a half inches, and to go 
down to a depth of one thousand feet. 
During the month of October, the drill 
struck tbe chalk, which resembled more 
pitch than chalk, which resulted, how- 
ever, in pure quality after it had been sub- 
jected to distilUtion and burning. Tbe 
petroleum cbalk, which it is intended to 
mine by means of a shaft, will be worked 
into cement after extracting from it all the 
oil.—Snginetring and Mining Journal.

jury in the case of the dead woman who 
wag found on Jersey Flats, met again at 
nine oi.lock jesteru&y morning, in a va- 


j cant house at the foot of Martin street. 


The body and clothe* were also there de* 
po&itod in a rough wooden box, eubjeot to 
public inspection. Savernl wiinssses were 
examined. Mr?. O'Ncii testified tbat M rt 
Armstrong worked fo?~her .last aummer, 
and swore positively that-the deoeaaed was 
Mr*. ArnietroDg, Timoth/ Lvnch also 
testified tbat the bod; strongly resembled 
Mrs. ArmstrongJ S. Collins corroborated 
tbia testimony. Mary A. Gardner said 
that she knew it was not Mm. Armstrong, 
because too whole of Mrs. Armstrong's up- 
per-teeth wore gone, and deceased bad one 
or two left. The jury then adjourned to 
meet again at two o'clock,and orders were 
given by Justice Poor to have the body in* 
terred. The Justice telegraphed to the 
Chief of Police in Buffalo, to inquire at 
there«idoncebr Mrs. Armstrong in that 
city, whether Mra. Armstrong was still 
there. About three o'clock he received a 
reply that sho was alive. The jury then 
proceeded to the office of B. S. McAliiter 
and rendered a verdict "that the deceased 
came to her death from some cause to the 
"jurors unknown." Must of the" jury wore 
of opinion that the deceased had been the 
victim of violence, but having no positive 
evidence of tbe fact, they rendered tie 
above verdict. The pnblic would certain- 
ly hare been better satisfied had they made 
gome stronger tfijrt to identify the body. 


Since writing tbe above we learn that 


two women, one of1 whom greatly resem- 
bled deceased both in features and dress, 
entered a restaurant early in the winter, 
followed by fonr railroad laborers. Tbe 
woman who resembled deceased upbraided 
the men for following her, and threatened 
to cut tbe heart out of ono of the most 
abusive if, when they left the restaurant, 
they were followed any further.

women were both from Chicago; «»ld they 
were bound down tbe Creek, and had 
been confined in the look-up for one night 
aa they were loo poor to pay for lodgings 
Officer McGraw states that he conversed 
with one of tbe women in the lock-up.
